And What Have You

Almost every day you can pick up a 
newspaper or listen to a TV newscast 
and read or hear where someone is 
opposed to spending money 
for the 
space program or the Vietnam war 
and urges that we channel all of this 
money into solving all of the ills at 
home — poverty, civil rights, etc. 
All of this always seems to sound 
great but it just never works. 
The government, by its 
very 
bureaucratic nature, just never 
seem s to make much progress 
fighting poverty or anything else — it 
cannot even seem to do a very good 
job of fighting wars anymore. 
Someone the other day suggested 
that the government should try out all 
of its new programs on a small scale 
and see if they will work before 
putting them into practice for the 
whole country. 
Maybe this would help. It is obvious 
that what we are doing is not working 
too well as the following example of a 
project in Del Rio points out rather 
clearly. 
Using a grant of $32,300 in federal 
funds, the local anti-poverty agency 
plans to select 50 families qualifying 
as poor. 
Each of the families will 
receive IO pullets and one rooster to 
set up 50 little chicken businesses. 
Ten percent of their chicks and eggs 
will go into a community bank to be 
distributed among other low-income 
families in the Del Rio area. 
Now comes the catch. 
These little 
businesses 
need a 
director at $6,500 a year, a recep- 
tionist-typist at $3,500 a year, a home 
demonstration assistant at $3,840, and 
four liaison workers at $3,600. This 
will mean that each of those initial 
chickens and roosters will cost the 
taxpayers in administrative costs and 
overhead the sum of $51.00. This is 
arrived at by dividing 550 chickens 
into $28,240, the administrative cost of 
the program, the answer is $51 per 
chicken. 
It will take a mighty high powered 
chicken to sell for a profit at that cost. 
Omar Burleson points out another 
typical example of bureaucracy in 
action in his newsletter this week: 
“Some time ago a certain city hired 
a consultant firm to make a survery 
on which to base an application for 
Federal funds for urban renewal. The 
report cost $12,000 in municipal tax 
money and it appears not to contain 
much more than could have been 
gathered by looking out the window of 
a ten-story building. 
“The document contains all the 
bureaucratic references dearly loved 
by those to whom it is directed. 
Someone in Washington will nod over 
it approvingly, throw it on a stack 
where 
it 
will 
remain 
until 
the 
Congressman from the area calls up 
and wants to know what the heck 
happened to it. 
“What it essentially says is ‘the 
core area of the city is suffering from 
disinvestment and needs to be looked 
at in the broad picture. If prompt 
actions are implemented within the 
suggested parameters, meaningful 
and 
relevant 
objectives 
may be 
finalized. ‘This is for 12,000 bucks!” 
As another publisher says, “the 
poverty fighters may not have found a 
cure for poverty, but they are finding 
a cure for wealth." 


There has been some confusion as 
to just who has to post a sign an­ 
nouncing the availability of base 
price information. At first, every 
merchant was supposed to post such a 
sign but then it was changed to those 
doing over $100,000 in sales volume. 
The latest bulletin we have from the 
Internal Revenue Service is that all 
retailers doing over $100,000 a year 
“are required to post at least one sign 
(minimum 22" by 28") announcing 
the availability of base price in­ 
formation and must make such in-
